The use of borrowed funds to 
finance new, and improved SE- 
CONDARY highways has been 
successful in Florida for almost 
25 years. 

Senator Spessard Holland 
during his tenure as governor 
Presented to the 1941 Legisla- 
ture a highway bond program 
to aid the 87 counties, 

This plan — like the cur- 
rent proposal — required a con- 
stitutional amendment and the 
endorsement of both the Legis- 
lature and the voters of Flori- 
da. It obligated the 5th and 6th 
cents of the seven-cents gaso- 
line tax to retire highway im- 
provement bonds. 

Fortunately, this program was 
approved and has allowed Flor- 
ida to develop one of the best 
secondary highway networks in 
the nation. 

REDUCE DEATHS, 
ACCIDENTS 

The alarming number of 
deaths and accidents on our pri- 
mary road system clearly indi- 
cates we are faced with an 
“emergency” situation. 

"When you realize that 44 per 
cent of all traffic accidents last 
year occurred on the primary 
system (which comprises only 
14 percent of the total mileage) 
the problem becomes more ap- 
parent. Statistics show that 71,- 
186 of the 161,515 accidents dur- 
ing 1964 were recorded on the 
primary network. 

Records of the Department of 
Public Safety reveal that four- 
laned highways are two or 
three times as safe as two-lan- 
ed roads. Last year 65 PER 
CENT of all the accidents in 
Florida occurred on two-laned 
roads and even more alarming 
is the fact that 72 PER CENT 
of all FATAL accidents occur- 
red on two-daned facilities. 

We must increase the num-

Now Postmaster General John A. Gronouski wants a new 
law covering a lease arrangement. He says it would save $20 
million a year in mileage expenses. 

But the National Rural Letter Carriers Association doesn't 
want leased cars. The association questions the savings and won- 
ders about depending on the government to service cars in all 
types of weather.

Road 80 &US 27 To Coast 


pecified In $300 Million Road Bond Program 


Guardrail 
Program 
Underway 


“With the installation of these 
guard rails, I feel confident we 
are entering a new era of high- 
way safety in Florida,” Vincent 
Nuccio, State Road Board Mem- 
ber from Tampa told several 
hundred persons Saturday, gat- 
hered at the Glades County 
Courthouse for ceremonies in- 
itiating the installation of guard 
rails in, Palm Beach and Bro- 
ward Counties. Mr. Nuccio was 
“pinch-hitting” for Board Mem- 
ber Senerchea who was una- 
voldably otherwise involved.” 


Mr. Nuccio said, “These guard 
rails, plus the planting of ap- 
propriate trees and shrubs, will 
reduce and eventually eliminate 
the mass slaughter of unfort- 
unate motorists." 


“Motorists who have lived in 
South Florida for any length of 
time have grown to respect the 
danger that exists along more 
than 1,250 miles of roads para)- 
leled by canals in nine south- 
eastern counties.” 


“The program will be an 
pensive one; however, you can't 
measure the cost of human life 
in dollars and cents.” 


“The Road Department ac- 
cepted bids on 25 miles of guard 
rail; guard rails will be instala 
led on segments of, State Road 
84 in Broward County, portions 
of US 441, US 98 and State 
Roads 80, 84 and 827 in Palm 
Beach County.” 

About plantings, which were 
discussed by the Earwood Com- 
mittee on Canal Hazards, Mr. 
Nuccio said meetings have been 
held “earlier this week with 
nurserymen to work out a pro» 
ject utilizing thick shrubs and 
plants rather than guard rails 
along canals on certain roadway 
segments, This initial contract 
will be let to contract as soon 
as possible.” 

“Surveys are being complet- 
ed in Glades and Hendry Coun- 
ties” said Mr. Nuccio. 

The Road Board member gave 
sredit to the Palm Beach Dele- 
gation in Tallahassee, the Coun- 
ty Commissioners and the Can- 
al hazards committee. 


The Highway Patrol and lo- 
cal law enforcement officers 
joined in finding a solution; 
State Treasurer, Broward Wil- 
iams, who has been a leader in 
the safety field, displayeg an 
extreme interest in this pro- 
blem.” 

“Governor Burns was ap- 
proached by officials in South 
Florida; he was quick to respond 


He Jet nothing slow down the 
implemetnation cf corrective 
measures; he requested and re- 


ceivea top priority for the pro- 
gram.” 

"The Road Department re- 
commended installation of 
guard rails at the sites where 
accidents occur most frequent- 
ly, and the planting of thick 
shrubs, plants and trees along» 
those areas permitting such 
growth.” 

"Your fellow citizen and able 
legislutor, Representative Ro- 
beris was an active member of 
the Legislative Interim Com- 
mittee on Highway Safety, 
which joined in a request for 
a detailed engineering study and 
the recommendation of a pro- 
gram that would insure safe 
movement of traffic over these 
highways.” 

The speaker told of "103 sep- 
arate locations where the con- 
dition of the roadway contribut- 
ed significantly to the large a- 
mount of traffic accidents oc- 
curing at these locations.” The 
road Board included $3.2 mil- 
lion in the current budget to- 
wards the $6.2 million estimat- 
ed as needed to eliminate these 
hazards. ^

adjacent Interstate routes, 

Few people realize that most 
of the “main streets” identified 
with local names are included 
in the primary highway net- 
work. Four-laning and widen- 
ing of these urban facilities is 
tremendously expensive and 
cannot be readily accomplished 
with existing sources of reven- 
ue. 

RIGHT OF WAY 
COSTS DIVIDED 

Counties are now obligated 
to assume 100 percent of the 
cost of right of way for any 
primary highway improvement 
— urban or rural During the 
past 10 years rural right of way 
costs have increased 50 per cent 
and urban improvements, 100 
per cent. 

The counties simply do not 
have adequate funds to pur- 
Chase the necessary right of 
way. 

The cost of right of way for 
Projcets included in the bond 
program will be shared on a 50- 
50 basis. The Road Department 
will assume half the costs with 
bond funds and the county will 
Pay the remainder. 

This will allow many counties 
to secure right of way for pro- 
jects that were considered, too 
expensive in the past. 

DELAY, PAY MORE 

The existence of a "favor. 
able” bond market and the op- 
portunity to save millions in 
Construction and right of way 
costs are two key reasons for 
moving ahead with this pro- 
gram, 

Experienced government and 
municipal investment bankers 
tell us that an average interest 
rate of 3 and one-half per cent 
is attainable in today's bond 
market. 

While the interest payments 
on the $300 million program 
would total approximately $113 
million, we can anticipate sav- 
ing $52 million in construction 
costs and $46 million in right of 
way costs by building these pro- 
jects during the next four years. 

In addition to these savings, 
at least $24 million will be earn. 
ed from reserve funds to be set 
up in connection with the issu- 
‘ance of the bonds, Conservative 
estimates indicate $14 million 
will be accumulated during the 
life of the issue from a reserve 
fund set up with the State Board 
of Administration and $10 mil- 


lion will be earned from a con- 
struction trust fund during the 
first six years of the issue. 

The $98 million we would 
save from the construction and 
right-of-way costs plus this $24 
million would more than offset 
the total anticipated interest of 
$113 million. 

PALM BEACH 
COUNTY PROJECTS 

A review of the projects in- 
cluded in the bond program 
clearly indicates the pressing 
need in Palm Beach County. 

This program would provide 
the following improvements in 
your immediate area: (1) four- 
lane U. S, 441 and State Road 
80 from South Bay to West Palm 
Beach, (2) four-lane U. S. 441 
from State Road 80 south to 
the Broward County line and 
(3) four-lane U. S. 27 from 
South Bay to the Broward 
County line, — 

The estimated cost of these 
three Palm Beach jobs total 
$18.5 million. If we had to rely 
on existing sources of revenue 
to make the improvements in 
the bond program, it would take 
approximately 15 years to ac- 
cumulate enough primary funds 
to reserve $18.5 million for Palm 
Beach County. However, if the

Canal - Bus Deathtrap For 27 Workers 


Glades Roused 
To Action 


“Poor Boy Slim” Ander- 
son, driving a bus loaded 
with 42 farm harvest hands 
lost control of his bus and 
careened into the Hillsboro 
Canal in May of '63; When 
the results were toted up 
27 persons (12 children and 
15 adults) had been drown- 
ed. 
The “Brown's Farm Road, 
which parallels the canal 
was wavy, uneven, narrow 
and when constructed in 
the early twenties utilized 
the spoil bank of the canal 
which is precipitous in 
grade. 

The narrowness of the 
road caused a passing pick- 
up to swipe the left front 
wheel, and before the dri- 
ver could straighten up his 
right wheel was in the ča- 
nal. 

‘This accident has been ap- 
parently the fuse that set 
the Glades' efforts to re- 
medy such into continuous 
and vigorous action, 

Henry Earwood, present- 
ed the cause of the Lions 
Club, and this organization 
in turn asked the coopera- 
tion of the entire Glades. 
Under the sponsorship of 
the Belle Glade Chamber 
cf Commerce, a county-wide 
committee was formed.

In The Glades 


The late Pioneer H. H. 
Hart tells of transportation 
trips into the Glades by 
boat, when, after nightfall, 
with a lantern in the bow of. 
the boat, mostly for pro- 
tection against crowded 
traffic, a trip from Torry 
Island to Belle Glade land- 
ing (ust across from the 
Cottage Grill) mullet would 
have filled the boat when 
jumping at the light. 

All early comers used the 
Caloosahatchie and Taylor 
Creek, as well as the Kissi- 
mmee River to reach the 
great traffic center — Lake 
Okeechobee. The North 
New River canal, the West 
Palm Beach canal, as well 
as the St. Lucie came along 
as new traffic avenues for 
the early Glades visitor, 

Then came Conners High- 
way — some said Mr, Con- 
ners (Jiggs of the famous 
comic strip) built the road 

an excuse from Palm 
Beach's social whirl and 
“Maggie's” proclivities. 


First Road Here 
Only 40 Years Ago 


Anyhow, Mr. Conners 
built a highway finally 
from Twenty-Mile Bend to 
Canal Point, and to Okee. 
chobee, along about 1924. 

Our Glades Historian, 
Lawrence Will says: “Belle 
Glade, at the same time, be- 
gan to, get some bus service 
to West Palm Beach, since 
the branch road from Twen 


ished to West Palm.” 

“The son of one of Belle 
Glade's first settlers was 
the bus driver — the bus 
was a passenger car." 

In 1926, this Belle 
Glade road was extended 
lo Pahokee and Canal 
Point, in one direction. 
and to South Bay, in the 
ether. Three more crying 
years passed before the 
road ever reached Clew- 
iston. 

“During that time the 
only road along the Lake's 
south shore had been a 
mucky trail winding be- 
tween custard apple trees, 
head-high elders; in sum- 
mer the pig weeds were 
twenty feet high. In d 
weather clouds of itchy 
muck dust would coat you 
blacker than a Nassau Ne- 
gro, After rains you'd sure- 
ly get bogged down; canals 
could be crossed on little 
pontoon floats attached by 
chains to each bank, Natur- 
ally, the float was probably 
tied fast to the opposite 
bank, but after stripping 
off, swimming across and 
pumping the blamed thing 
Out, the crossing was no 
trouble. No trouble at all,

gue had borrowed,the float 
io move a tractor, and had 
left it five miles down the 
canal.” 


First Road Travel 
Was Rough Going 


“The State finally got the 
Huffman Construction Co., 
to build a highway on the 
South Bay - to-Clewiston 
stretch. The grade ((all 
muck, of course) was part- 
ly finished in the spring of 
1929 when I took a notion 
to journey over to Clewis- 
ton. The car, was an open 
Dodge sedan, one of the first 
to use low pressure tires.” 


"Sometimes we'd drive 
on top of the unlevelled 
grade, sometimes alongside 
in the buggy road; we'd 
bounce and jolt and skid 
death 
grip on the overhead bow 
could I stay in that blasted 
car at all. Every time the 
wheels would spin and 
threaten to bog down, the 
driver would heave a 
mighty sigh of exclaim, 
"Gosh, if we didn't have ba- 
loon tires we never could 
have been pulled out that 
time.’ ""

"That same year the hur- 
ricane washed a goodly por 
tion of that grade away; so 
for the next few months 
travel was a right smart 
worse, I reckon, if such were 
possible." 


Road To Miami 
Opened In 1941 


In 1941 the new highway 
from South Bay to Ft. 
Lauderdale was opened as 
State Road No. 25, but de- 
dicated and named the 
Thos. E Will Memorial 
Highway, in honor of the 
father of our Lawrence, who 
had fought since 1911 for 
highways and for water con- 
trol — drainage it was cal- 
led then because of the ever 
presence of water, to pre- 
vent consistent farming. 

Access roads to the Glades 
have been provided, seem- 
ingly in a stumbling and 
uncertain emergency plan 
over the years until we now 
have US No, 27, from Chi- 
cago and the midwest to 
Miami; the final connecting 
link being opened to thro- 
ugh traffic this month (July 
of '65). 


US Highway No. 441, 
leads the winter visitor to 
Miami from the Ohio River 
Valley and inbetween 
points. 

State Road No. 80 allows 
crossing from West Palm 
Beach westward to Ft. My- 
ers, if you stay out of the 
roadside canals, which a lot 
haven't.

Far Too Many Lives 


In recent years farmer- 
built roads have been ac- 
cepted for maintenance by 
ihe County if they afford 
transportation to a general 
area. 

Again, emergency needs 
dictated the use of canal 
banks as a road bed, on 
many through-ways, as well 
as most farm roads. 

Experience has taught the 
hazard of settling-muck, 
downward as well as sliding 
into nearby canals — when 
too near. 

The Glade's more than 
$40 million annual vege- 
table production, with a $20 
million-plus payroll has 
been joined by the much 
greater volume of suger 
production, in tonnage, pay- 
rolls, and gross returns. 

Each growing industry 
multiplied the use of main 
highways to which farm 
reads are connected to care 
for the ever-increasing loads 
from field to shipping ter- 
minals, as well as from lo- 
cal terminals to market. 

The saving of, lives from 
canal plunges off near and 
parellelling roadways which 
imitate the ups-and-downs 
of a roller-coaster and the 
surface of a  wind-blown 
banner, is accepted as the 
number cne project. 

The economy of near te- 
vel, high-tonnage-capacity 
roads is reflected in time- 
saving of costly equipment 
and labor; the up-keep of 
rolling stock used daily — 
and sometimes nightly — 
has been estimated to vary 
from a very ‘few dollars per 
acre of harvested crops to 
as high as $25 per year, 
with land preparation, fer- 
tilization and cultivation ad- 
ding to this,
